Our meeting of ISth February 
1. Vaca,ncies 

The District Council had to refuse our request to increase 
immediately the size of the Parish Council, due to regulations 
relating to Local Govornrrient re-organisations. They have agreed- 
that at the elections in early May 1976 the Parish Council shall 
'have 11 seats. All 11 seats v/ill be filled by election in 
''v 1976. The two vacancies arising from resignations were 
iled by the Parish Council appointing from the five apuli- 
^^ts. The new Councillors are Phil Featherstone of 97 
i^easant Rise and David Lindsay of 59 Foxhollow. /. . .

2. Village Green . 

Wo have arranged with the Residents' Association for the site 
of their Adventure Playground Equipment to bo agreed by the 
middle of March so as not to hold up their work. 

The tarmac path from the Spine Path to the rear of the School 
is now finished. The Contractors hope to shortly complete the 
tarmac surrounds to the play equipment, and also to return when 
the land is drier to level off the ruts. We have agreed to 
haye some trees (cupressocyparis coylandii) planted on parts 
of the Village Green/School boundary. 

3. Aircraft Noise .

The Phantom Jets and the noise they cause are still concerning , 
us. We a.re writing again to the Ministry of Defence v/itli new 
arguments. 

4. Bus shelter/bus routes 

At present it is likely that a single bus shelter/pick-up 
point will be sited on the outside of the perimeter road, 
somewhere between Pheasant Rise and Oatlands Avenue. This would 
not necessarily be a permanent solution when the Village is 
more complete. V/e are investigating the matter before the , 
next Parish Council Meeting on 18th March (in the Church 
Centre). We are working with the Residents* Association on 
this matter.

5. Organisation of work 

Our Cha.irman, Rodney Dale, has made some proposals v;hich the 
Council are cui’rently considering, for the establishmient of a 
number of sub-committees with particula,r responsibilities; 
the sub-committees would report to the full Council. 

The objects are to enable Councillors to deal more fully v?ith 
those items they are particularly interested in, and to cual'ie 
the Council to co-opt a number of non-members on to the sub¬ 
committees, where their help would be very useful. In 
adiition, serving on sub-committees could give some experience 
of Parish Council work to people who might wish to stand at the 
elections in May 1976 for the 11 Council vacancies. 

6. Village Plan ■ 

i 

A very preliminary meeting has at last been held with the 
District Council Planners. They hope to publish a draft elan 
for discussion by the middle of the year and to have the f j.nal 
plan approved by all the stp.tutory authorities by the end of 
the year. 

7. Planning Applications . 

The application to use 70 Pheasant Rise as a Playgroup has 
been refused by the District Council. 

The revised application for a the office block next to 
Keynarkets was considered by the. Parish Council. It will be 
considered again at our next meeting on 18th March, if a:ry'6iie 
wishes to make any comments. Although the revised plan is

more suitable architecturally, the Council were extremely 
concerned about traffic flow/noiso, lack of car parkinf^ and , 
the position of the offices on the site. 

8 Annual Parish Meetinp: 

This meeting, which is intended for all oarishioners to hear 
what the Parish Council has done and intends to do, will be 
held on Tuesday 25th March 1975 ftt-7,30 p.m. at the School. 

We shall also have reports from Vi11 ape organisations. Anyone 
wishing to submit a report please ccuitact the Clerk. 

9. Village r^Iaintenance ^ 

The Developers' letter duo out about the end of February does 
not have the complete approval of the Parish Council. In 
particular the Council do not agree with all the points re¬ 
lating to future maintenance arrangements. (Vv’e do net of 
course dispute the Developers' right to receive payment of 
maintenance monies due under the leases). 

10. Straw/stubbls burning 

A copy of the bye-laws which comes into effect on 1st iMarch 
1975 can be inspected free of charge at ray house at all 
reasonable time’." For a time, a copy will be displayed on 
the noticeboard.

11. Dogs 

V/c have received complaints about loose dogs from the ■‘School 
Managers and the Residents' Association (see editorial). The 
Parish Council are very concerned at the seemingly increasing 
number of stray dogs which are a nuisance to the whole Village. 
The Police advise m.e that a stray dog can be taken by any 
citizen to Parkside Pclico Ftation, Canibridge; the Police 
will destroy the dog if not claimed bj' the owner in 7 days. 
Additionally, it is an offence to' allow your dog to foul a 
footpath, and. your own good sense should make you prevent a 
dog from fouling the Village Green or other open areas, 
especially those v/hore children play. 

Please can dog owners act mere sociably tov/ards the community.

Contrary to some view’s, motorcycles are most unw'elcome on the 
Village Green and Village footpaths.

13. Noise from the Industrial Area 

The Council have already objected to the Developers' about the 
noise being m'^de by machinery, v/ell in to the night. Apparently 
the building contract is behind schedule and the floor laying 
process, which should be completed by the end of February, 
does require that a series of processes are completed at 
fixed intervals. Nevertheless we have told the Developers 
that to make this sort of noise w'ithout any v/arning or con¬ 
sultation is not satisfactory.
